I HAVE little intelligence to communicate. We 
are still in one of the busiest seasons of the book- 
selling year, but it is utterly uninteresting to those 
who do not hear the chimes of the resonant gold 
and silver coin dancing into the till in exchange for 
those illustrated books which are at present in great 
demand. We are, too, all engaged in affixing those 
seals to the departed year, which we call settle-| 
ment of accounts. 

The year closed with a ridiculous scene. We 
wonder that grave men should have consented to 
figure in it. Bills were posted all over Paris, an- | 
nouncing that Messrs. Mery and Frederic Thomas 
would discuss the merits of Hannibal’s last cam-| 
paign in Italy. M. Mery argued that Hannibal’s last 
campaign was faultless. M. Thomas contended 
it was full of mistakes. The judges of the ques- 
tion were M. Alberic Second, M. Elie Berthed, M. | 
Champfleury, and M. Georges Bell. After the dis- 
cussion ended, M. Alberic Second drew from his 
pocket a paper which was necessarily prepared be- 
fore the discussion opened, and read a long rigma- 
role, the upshot of which was that two of the judges 
held the affirmative, and two the negative of the 
question debated, and consequently there was no 
decision. The same evening witnessed another odd 
incident. M. Emmanuel Gonzales is a writer here 
who must enjoy some favor, for his works sell, and 
“ Le Siécle’’ publishes them as fast as he writes. 
They are said to amuse petty tradesmen and their 
families. His evil genius prompted him to read a 
short story in public. He was frightened out of his 
wits; he read wretchedly. The audience sneezed, 
coughed, moved their chairs. Ten minutes after 
he appeared it was impossible to catch a word he 
said. Some joker at last bawled “ Louder!’’ his 
tone evidently signified: We have had enough! 
The reader took the hint, closed his book, rose, 
bowed, and retreated from the stand. 

It is said that the Encyclopedia of the Librarian | 
on which the late M. Quérard was at work when 
he departed life, will be published as it stands. It! 
is arranged alphabetically, and under each word | 
gives in chronological order a list of every work 
published in French on that subject; for instance, 
under the word Adam he gives a list of every book 
written on or about Adam, whether the French work 
was published here or in Canada, in 1865 or in 
1300. That patient man’s time was pilfered with- 
out mercy. Not a day passed without bringing him 
letters from all parts of France and Germany and 
even from America, making biographical, biblio- 
graphical, or literary inquiries of him. He was so 
good-natured that he would often give whole days 
hunting for the information asked of him by perfect 
strangers. When will men learn that literary 
men’s time is their life, their fame, their bread, 
their meat, their roof—and forbear encroaching on 
it, often to gratify curiosity’s idle gape and stare? 

I Jaid by, some weeks ago, this paragraph from 
an article by M. George Sand on M. Victor Hugo. I 
have not had room for it in these letters before to- 
day: “In one of his songs the poet says :— 

George Sand a la Gargillesse 
Comme Horace avait |’ Anio. 

O poetry! Horace had many things, and George 
Sand has nothing—not even the running and laugh- 
ing water of La Gargillesse, that is, the gift of sing- 
ing it in a worthy manner; for these things, which

M. Gustave Doré 
spends most of his time in the Garden of Plants 
studying animals ; he has purchased fourteen rats, 
which he has domiciled in an immense cage in his 
studio in order to observe their habits. He takes 
these pains in order to assure the success of the 
edition pf “ Lafontaine’s Fables,” which he is about 
toillustrate. . . M. Victor Cousin is busily engaged 
hunting in the archives of the de Chateauneuf | 
family (they are descendants of Mme. de Sevigné) | 
unpublished documents and souvenirs relating tothe | 
immortal French authoress. . . M. Alex. Dumas’s 
failure at Venice was even greater than at Vienna; 
the public laughed at his first lecture and turned 
its back on the second. . . “ La Presse” states that 
“Cain’s Daughters” is written by a gentleman, 
whose name it is not at liberty to mention, but the 
late Eugene Sue furnished the idea. . . During the 
last four years 6,000 public libraries have been 
founded and annexed to the French common 
schools (before there is one in every village 26,000 
additional libraries must be established). The de- 
mand for books doubles annually ; 460,000 volumes 
have been distributed, and 180,000 loaned. . . Dr. 
Vernon has in press, and will publish on the Ist 
March, a new series of Memoirs, which will embrace 
French history from 10th December, 1848, to 1863. 
. » M. Albert Wolff is about to bring out a series 
of pictures of Paris life under the title, “* Memoirs 
of the Boulevard.” . . The King of Portugal did a 
great many foolish things during his visit to Paris, 
but one of his actions must be applauded. He heard 
that Senhor Fonseca, a Portuguese author of merit, 
who is now eighty years old and steeped in pov- 
erty, required pecuniary assistance. His Majesty 
relieved the unfortunate author’s more pressing 
wants, and gave him an annuity of 1200f.. . M. 
Guillaume Guizot has commenced his course of lec- 
tures on French prose literature; his subject this 
year is Montaigne. His venerable and illustrious 
father was present, and was greeted with repeated 
rounds of applause. . . M. Amyot, the well-known 
publisher, has been decorated with the Legion of 
Honor. . . The whole of M. Victor Hugo’s new 
novel, “‘Les Travailleurs de la Mer,” is printed. It 
will be published on the 20thinst. . . M. Troplong 
has commenced paying his visits'to canvass for the 
seat inthe French Academy occupied by the late 
M. Dupin. . . M. Victorien Sardou, the eminent 
dramatic author, is extremely ill; he has over- 
worked himself, and his nerves are completely un- 
strung. He spends most of his time in a warm 
bath to relax his nervous system. His physicians 
have ordered him to abstain entirely from intellec- 
tual labor. . . M. Fonsard’s new comedy will be 
played in a week or ten days. . . Th. Barriére 
has published his comedy “Les Vaincus” with a 
most amusing preface, which lets in a good deal of 
light on the relations between the French govern- 
ment and theatres. . . Alife of the late M. Romieu, 
with his correspondence, is to be published ere 
long. G. 8.

Association. It has now in press and will soon pub- 
lish “ A New Translation of the Hebrew Prophets,” 
with a new introduction, and additional notes by 
Rev. George R. Noyes, D. D., Hancock Professor of 
Hebrew-and other Oriental Languages, and Dexter 
Lecturer on Biblical Literature, in Harvard Uni- 
versity.

SHAKSPEARIANA.—Mr. J. O. Halliwell, the English 
author who has produced an excellent life of Shak- | 
speare, and contributed largely, as author and editor, 
to Shakspearian literature, has put forth the pros- | 
pectus of “a New Work on the Life and Writings of | 
Shakspeare, printed for subscribers only, to be pro- | 
fusely illustrated by wood-engravings.’’ Dr. Robert 
Cartwright, also an English writer, has just pub- 
lished a small volume of “ New Readings in Shak- 
speare, and Proposed Emendations in the Text.’’ 
A portrait, which is claimed to be that of Shak- 
speare, size 24 inches by 20, has been discovered in 


Manchester, England, and is now in possession of 


Dr. Clay, of that city. It has been in one family 
for over a century, and the execution is said to be 
in the style of Sir Peter Lely, who, however, 
painted more than fifty years after Shakspeare’s 
time. The face, resembling the bust at Stratford, 
is thoughtful and rather melancholy, and the eyes 
are pleading and expressive. 


Joseruus.—A new and good translation of the 
writings of Flavius Josephus has long been re- 
quired. Such was executed by the late Dr. Robert 
Traill; and an illustrated edition, containing 800 
pages and 75 engravings on steel, after original 
drawings made in Palestine, by Mr. W. Tipping, is 
announced to appear in monthly numbers in Lon- 
don. Dr. Traill was assisted in his translation by 
the late Isaac Taylor, author of “The Natural 
History of Enthusiasm.’’ The present volume will 
contain the Autobiography of Josephus, and his 
history of the Jewish War; but the “ Antiquities’’ 
may or may not be reprinted.
